ASHES LIGHTEN 
HEAVY SOILS 


Heavy soil poses a real problem 
to m any 
gardeners. 
Adding lime 
will help in a limited way, but for a 
decided 
change 
in 
consistency 
other m aterials m ust be well mixed 
w ith It. Coarse sand is the most 
natural of these, but to do any real 
good a thousand pounds and even 
m ore may be needed for each IOO 
square feet. 
Fortunately, 
anthracite 
ashes 
will serve the purpose well. Stoker 
ashes are by far the best because 
of their uniformly sm all size and 
freedom from clinkers. Ashes from 
larges sizes of coal m ust be riddled 
before use. While larger pieces will 
not effect the plants, they usually 
are most annoying when the area is 
dug in later years. 
If the soil is fairly heavy a six- 
inch layer of ashes is not too much 
Let it rem ain on top for tile win­ 
ter and dig in when the soil Is dry (over with the county farm agent. 


3. Use of commercial fertilizer is 
no longer optional with the potato 
grower. It is a "m ust” of first im ­ 
portance. Too. the fertilizer should 
be placed outside and slightly be­ 
low the row of seed pieces.
